Automobile accidents in cities and 
along the highwayn continue to pile 
up their appalling totals of kill'd 
and Injured victims. 
The railroads, 
on the other hand, seem to 
be

proving. 
The Interstate C o m m e m 
Commisaion has just issued the Ii ; 
urea for 1919, which show that fewci 
persons were killed on railroads din 
lug t h e last year than In any year 
since 1898, and fewer were Injured 
th an in any year since 1910. 
Only 273 passengers were killed 
during the year. 
Th* 
number 
of 
employees killed reached over 2,OOO. 
Few er trespassers lost theii lives on 
railroads than ever before 
in 
lh*' 
commission’s records, which go hack 
to 1890. 
That, according to railroad 
officials, is perhaps partly due to the 
fact that there are fewer trump than 
formerly, and as they were the c h i d 
trespassers, they have naturally cut 
down the casualties by keeping oui 
of the way. 
It is good to know that th*' aggie
